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AFRICOM downplays possible Marine boost 


Officials stress 1,0QO0-strong task force would be for training only

STUTTGART, Germany — A 1,000- 
strong Marine combat task force capable 
of rapidly deploying to hot spots could soon 
be at the disposal of the new U.S. Africa 
Command, which up to now has stressed 
training partnerships and security coop- 
eration to wary African governments sus- 
picious of U.S. military intentions on the 
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continent. 

AFRICOM and Marine officials con- 
firmed that adding a Marine Air Ground 
Task Force is now under review, but they 
emphasized that no decision has been 
made on whether to incorporate such a 
fighting force into the command. 

But analysts predict that any plan to ded- 
icate combat troops to AFRICOM, coming 
just a few months after U.S. Special Forces 
staged a daring daylight raid deep inside 
southern Somalia to take out a much-want-

near the home of a former Afghan vice president. 


ed al-Qaida operative, will only increase 
the anxieties of African leaders who are 
concerned about entering into military co- 
operation agreements with the U.S. 

“At the moment, I would steer clear of 
that one until their bona fides get estab- 
lished, and that is not now,” said Richard 
Cornwell, a South Africa-based senior re- 
search fellow at the Institute for Security 
Studies. “Africa doesn’t want to get turned 
into a new operational zone.”

Futenma 
review may 
take months, 
Japan says

CAMP FOSTER, Okinawa 
— The Japanese prime minister 
on Tuesday said it would take his 
government months to consider 
alternatives for relocating Ma- 
rine Corps Air Station Futenma, 
thrusting the years-long saga 
even further from resolution de- 
spite U.S. insistence that Camp 
Schwab remains the only viable 
option. 

After meeting with other min- 
isters and the leaders of the two 
minority parties in his left-cen- 
ter coalition Tuesday morning, 
Prime Minister Yukio Hatoyama 
said his fledgling government 
simply needed more time. 

“T understand the importance 
of the current agreement between 
Japan and the U.S.,” Hatoyama 
told reporters in Tokyo, accord- 
ing to a transcript of the Tuesday 
news conference. “However, we 
are pursuing other alternatives ... 
by understanding the Okinawan 
people’s sentiments. I think we 
need months.” 

Japan officials said representa- 
tives of the three ruling coalition 
parties will consider multiple 
relocation plans, including the 
Camp Schwab one. Officials also 
confirmed that they will allocate 
funds to implement the current 
relocation plan from the state 
budget for fiscal 2010 and that 
ongoing environmental assess- 
ments will be continued.

Other experts suggest that a 
public relations crisis could be 
averted if AFRICOM is effec- 
tive at explaining its intentions to 
leery Africans. 

“Africans were beginning to 
take AFRICOM at its word — that 
it didn’t have committed troops 
in the same way a normal com- 
mand does,” said Dan Lawner, 
an analyst at the Center for Ad- 
vanced Defense Studies, which 
is based in Washington, D.C. “It’s 
extremely, extremely crucial that 
this be framed within the current 
rhetoric that they’re putting forth 
about having a much more specif- 
ic, defined mission — a military 
mission in support of larger U.S. 
foreign policy goals in Africa.” 

For their part, AFRICOM of- 
ficials say the discussions tak- 
ing place do not involve plans 
for increasing the U.S. military 
presence in Africa, but rather 
center on better executing exist- 
ing training missions focused 
on partnerships to help African 
militaries provide for their own 
security. 

The proposal would not involve 
basing any Marines in Africa, of- 
ficials said; instead, a Marine Air 
Ground Task Force would likely 
be placed somewhere in Europe. 

“(T]he option being discussed 
would be a way to more efficiently 
provide personnel for existing ac- 
tivities and missions,” said AFRI- 
COM spokesman Vince Crawley. 
“Any potential location in Europe 
would take place only with the ap- 
proval of the host nation.”

A task force of Marines focused 
on Africa would carry certain 
advantages for the command, 
which relies on a revolving door 
of temporary troops to conduct 
its many training missions on the 
continent. 

For some time, the Marine 
Corps has seen a need for an ex- 
peditionary force capable of sup- 
porting U.S. Africa Command 
initiatives, according to the Stutt- 
gart-based U.S. Marine Corps 
Africa. 

“The Marine Corps comman- 
dant’s long-range vision of Euro- 
pean-based forces for missions 
supporting Africa Command on 
the continent is clearly one op- 
tion,’ Crawley said, adding that 
the early discussions have not 
yet been accepted by the Defense 
Department, the State Depart- 
ment, the Europeans or African 
governments.

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But the Marine Corps Web site 
mentions very little about train- 
ing when talking about the capa- 
bilities of a Marine Air Ground 
Task Force, or MAGTF. 

“MAGTF’s are readily avail- 
able, self-sustaining, combined 
arms warfighting organizations,” 
the Marines’ Web site explains, 
noting among other things that 
such task forces are equipped 
to move forces into crisis areas 
without revealing their exact des- 
tination or intentions and project 
combat power at night and under 
adverse weather. 

While the Marine task force 
plan continues to be reviewed, 
some small steps have already 
been taken within AFRICOM to 
give the command a more stable 
supply of personnel. 

In late October, a 19-Marine 
security cooperation team ar- 
rived in Stuttgart. It represents 


the first operational forces dedi- 
cated exclusively to AFRICOM. 
Because much of AFRICOM’s 
work on the continent involves 
small numbers of troops deploy- 
ing for limited amounts of time, 
the security cooperation team is 
expected to reduce Marine Forc- 
es Africa headquarters’ reliance 
on special requests for Marines, 
which number about 80 per year. 

Members of the team have 
already deployed in support of 
training missions in Uganda and 
Mali. 

“Every year, we have more 
requests from African nations,” 
said Col. James Bright, opera- 
tions officer of Marine Forces 
Africa.

ome detainees going to Illinois

WASHINGTON — Taking an 
important step on the thorny path 
to closing the controversial U.S. 
detention facility in Cuba, the 
White House planned to announce 
Tuesday that the government will 
acquire an underutilized state 
prison in rural Illinois to be the 
new home for a limited number of 
terrorist suspects held at Guanta- 
namo Bay. 

Administration officials as well 
as Illinois Sen. Richard Durbin 
and Illinois Gov. Pat Quinn were 
scheduled to make an official an- 
nouncement at the White House 
Tuesday afternoon. 

Officials from both the White 
House and Durbin’s office con- 
firmed that President Barack 
Obama had directed the govern- 
ment to acquire Thomson Cor- 
rectional Center in Thomson, II1., 
about 150 miles from Chicago. The 
officials spoke on the condition of

“We have agreed that the three 
parties will consider how to re- 
duce the burden of the Futenma 
facility,’ said Tomoko Abe, a So- 
cial Democratic Party represen- 
tative who attended the meeting. 

In Washington on Monday, 
State Department spokesman Ian 
Kelly, who had been informed of 
the Japanese position, said the 
U.S. was not pressuring Hatoya- 
ma’s government but its stance 
was Clear. 

“T’m not aware that we’ve set up 
any kind of hard-and-fast dead- 
line,’ Kelly said during a daily 
press briefing. 

“We remain open to engag- 
ing the government of Japan, [to] 
helping support their own policy 
review. We believe the realign- 
ment roadmap that we’ve already 
agreed to is the best plan for re- 
ducing the burden on the people 
of Okinawa while maintaining 
our very important security rela- 
tionship with Japan.”

A senior White House official 
said transferring prisoners to 
the Illinois facility would require 
Congress to revise of existing law, 
which bars bringing any detain- 
ees into the United States except 
for direct prosecution. There’s no 
time frame for when detainees 
may start arriving in Illinois. 

Still, the official called the move 
and the eventual closing of Guan- 
tanamo “vital” to U.S. security. 

The Thomson Correctional 
Center was built by Illinois in 
2001 as a state prison with the 
potential to house maximum se- 
curity inmates. Local officials 
hoped it would improve the near- 
by economy, providing jobs to a 
hard-hit community. State budget 
problems, however, have kept the 
1,600-cell prison from ever fully 


Replacing Marine Corps Air 
Station Futenma, in urban south- 
ern Okinawa, with anew air facili- 
ty in the rural northeast was a key 
to a 2006 bilateral agreement to 
realign U.S. troops in Japan. U.S. 
officials say it’s the only option 
for shutting down Futenma and 
eventually moving major Marine 
commands, including more than 
8,000 Marines and their families, 
to Guam in 2014. 

Speaking at the Pentagon on 
Tuesday, Marine Corps Comman- 
dant Gen. James Conway was un- 
aware of Hatoyama’s statement. 

“If that is their decision then 
I think it’s unfortunate in terms 
of what we’re attempting to plan 
on our end,” Conway said. “What 
the treaty says is that work on the 
Futenma replacement facility 
must be substantial in order for us 
to kick into gear and begin mov- 
ing Marines to Guam and doing 
the necessary drawdown. that, 
again, our countries had agreed 
upon.”

The FBI said Tuesday that 
it is too early to know whether 
any cold cases at U.S. military 
facilities on Okinawa are linked 
to alleged 
serial killer 
and for- 
mer Marine 
Anthony 
Sowell. 

The 50- 
year-old con- 
victed sex 
offender is 
charged with 
11 counts of 
murder and 
a string of 
other charg- 
es in an 85-count indictment that 
includes rape, assault and abuse 
of a corpse after police in Ohio 
found the decomposing bodies of 
11 women at his Cleveland home 
in October. 

The FBI is searching for any 
unsolved crimes that might be 
connected to Sowell’s Marine 
Corps service over two decades 
ago, including a stint on Okinawa, 
said Special Agent Scott Wilson, 
spokesman for the FBI Cleveland 
office. 

“We are looking at that time 
when he was overseas,” Wilson 
said. “We want to make sure 
there aren’t any violent crimes 
linked to him.” 

But so far, the FBI has just 
started the investigation as part 
of a broader look into Sowell’s past 
and has not yet sifted through any 
potentially connected cases in 
Japan, he said.

Sowell, who served in the Marine 
Corps from 1978 to 1985, was sta- 
tioned at Camp Butler for a year 
starting in January 1984. After 
the one-year tour he transferred to 
Camp Pendleton, Calif., where he 
was discharged, UPI reported. 

Investigation of his service on 
Okinawa will first require coor- 
dination between the FBI over- 
seas, the U.S. military and the 
Japanese government, Wilson 
said. 

The Marine Corps on Okinawa 
said it could not comment Tuesday 
because the issue includes areas 
outside its command and direct- 
ed questions to its headquarters 
in Washington. 

Meanwhile, Wilson said the 
FBI is relying on a national data- 
base of unsolved crimes to find 
possible links to Sowell in the 
areas he lived within the United 
States. 

While in the Marine Corps, 
he was also stationed at Parris 
Island, S.C.; Camp Lejeune, N.C.; 
and Cherry Point, N.C., UPI 
reported. 

Sowell, who has pleaded not 
guilty for reasons of insanity to 
the current charges, was con- 
victed of attempted rape in Ohio 
in 1989 and sent to prison for 15 
years, the wire service said. 

Just before Halloween, 
Cleveland police searched his 
home and found the bodies of the 
women, who authorities believe 
were lured into the home and 
killed. 

The residence became a grim 
dig site in November as police un- 
covered evidence in the case.

Futenma as soon as possible,” he 
said. “The best option is to move 
the operations outside Okinawa. 
But I worry this delay will only 
keep the base open longer.” 

In Nago, the city where Camp 
Schwab is located, Mayor Yoshi- 
kazu Shimabukuro said Tuesday 
that he was disappointed by the 
news from Tokyo. 

“It is extremely regrettable that 
no concrete relocation site was se- 
lected,” he said. 

The mayor, who supports the 
Camp Schwab plan, faces a strong 
anti-base opponent in an election 
next month. 

And on Guam on Tuesday, some 
local leaders said Japan’s decision 
would not have an immediate ef- 
fect on the massive buildup plan. 

“We will continue to press for- 
ward,” said Shawn Gumataotao, 
deputy chief of staff for Guam 
Gov. Felix Camacho. 

Guam Sen. Judith Guthertz, 
who chairs the island’s legislative 
military expansion committee, 
agreed. 


“T don’t think realistically any- 
thing will change this year,” she 
said during a phone interview 
Tuesday afternoon. 

However, she noted that in the 
long run it could jeopardize con- 
gressional spending and dam- 
age relations between the two 
countries. 

“T think he’s playing with fire,” 
Guthertz said of Hatoyama. “He’s 
flexing his muscles. Domestically, 
it may look good to Okinawa. But 
it could hurt the relationship be- 
tween Japan and the U.S. 

“Tt could keep us in limbo.” 

Last week, the U.S. Congress 
approved $738 million in spend- 
ing toward the buildup plan, ac- 
cording to U.S. Rep. Madeleine 
Z. Bordallo, Guam’s only member 
of Congress. That budget, part of 
an omnibus military construc- 
tion bill, is on its way to President 
Barack Obama for a signature.

CRS won't reinstate retired colonel

WASHINGTON — The Congressional Research 
Service said Monday it will not reinstate one of its 
assistant directors, a former chief military pros- 
ecutor at Guantanamo Bay who was dismissed for 
writings critical of the Obama administration’s de- 
tention policies. 

The general counsel for the Library of Congress, 
which houses CRS, said in a letter to the American 
Civil Liberties Union, which is representing retired 
Air Force Col. Morris Davis, “We maintain that the 
removal of Mr. Davis is justified.” 

The letter cited a failure “to adhere to the CRS 


policy on Outside Speaking and Writing” and noted 
that CRS is charged with providing “objective and 
non-partisan research and analysis to Congress.” 

In a November article in the Wall Street Journal, 
Davis said Attorney General Eric Holder’s decision 
to send some detainees to federal court for trial while 
keeping others in military commissions established 
a “dangerous legal double standard.” In a letter to 
The Washington Post, Davis also sharply criticized 
a former attorney general, Michael Mukasey. 

The ACLU said that the library violated Davis’ 
free speech rights. “We’re heading to court,” Davis 
said Monday. “I would have preferred to avoid it, but 
that’s what we’ve got to do.”

Nearly $1B will go to mine-resistant 
vehicles instead of training Afghans

WASHINGTON — Congress 
is knocking nearly $1 billion off 
President Barack Obama’s re- 
quest for Afghanistan’s security 
forces and instead devoting the 
money to buying more mine-re- 
sistent vehicles for U.S. troops 
there. 

The move comes as top House 
and Senate lawmakers are put- 
ting the finishing touches on a 
$626 billion Pentagon spending 
bill that they hope to clear for 
Obama’s signature by Friday. 
Passage of the measure has been 
held up for weeks because Demo- 
cratic leaders want to attach other 
controversial items to it. 

On Monday evening, House 
leaders were leaning toward an 
end-of-session strategy of wrap- 
ping the defense measure togeth- 
er with a two-month extension of 
the government’s ability to bor- 
row. That authority is needed to 
avoid a default on the $12 trillion 
national debt, which is consid- 
ered politically unthinkable. 

“We’re working towards a 
short-term debt extension,” said 
Steny Hoyer, D-Md.

$128 billion to support Obama’s 
February request for military op- 
erations in Iraq and Afghanistan. 
The president has yet to request 
funds for his recently announced 
troop increase in Afghanistan, 
and there is no money in the bill 
for that. 

The package contains about 
$465 million to develop an alter- 
native engine for the F-35 Joint 
Strike Fighter, the Air Force’s 
multimission fighter of the fu- 
ture. The administration said in 
June it would veto the legislation 
if it would “seriously disrupt” 
the F-35 program, an iffy threat 
at best. It has since backpedaled 
from the veto threat after the 
program won an impressive Sen- 
ate vote. 

The bill contains no funds for 
new F-22 fighters. Defense Sec- 
retary Robert Gates staked his 
reputation on killing the jobs-rich 
but well-over-budget program, 
which has its origins in the Cold 
War era but is poorly suited for 
anti-insurgent battles in Iraq and 
Afghanistan. 

The defense measure would 
trim $900 million from the Pen- 
tagon’s $7.5 billion budget to train 
Afghan security forces. 


While the former program was 
very popular in the community 
— the volunteers had given more 
than 1,600 free rides in the first 
11 months of the year — senior 
leaders felt it was being abused.

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Car bomb kills 8 near ex-Afghan VP’s home

KABUL — A suicide car bomb- 
er struck Tuesday near the home 
of a former Afghan vice president 
and a hotel favored by Westerners, 
killing at least eight people and 
wounding dozens in one of the saf- 
est neighborhoods in the city. 

Afghan police officials said 
the target of the bombing had 
not been confirmed. Security of- 
ficials at the scene suspect the 
bomber was going after the home 
of former Vice President Ahmad 


Zia Massoud — brother of famed 
anti-Taliban fighter Ahmad Shah 
Massoud, who was killed by al- 
Qaida two days before the Sept. 
11 attacks. 

The attack, near the base of a 
hill with a huge billboard portrait 
of the late Massoud, underscored 
the uneven security controls in 
the heart of the Afghan capi- 
tal. Many of the neighborhood’s 
buildings have armed guards, 
and checkpoints are set up at a 
few strategic locations around

the city. 

The explosion was heard a few 
miles away at the Foreign Minis- 
try where about 200 officials and 
diplomats met to discuss corrup- 
tion in the Afghan government 

Afghan President Hamid Kar- 
zai condemned the bombing and 
ordered officials to find those 
responsible. 

Four men and four women died 
in the suicide blast and 40 other 
people were wounded, Ministry

Estonian soldier is killed by bomb

The soldier, whose name has 
not been released, was on foot pa- 
trol when he stepped on the bomb. 
The blast could be heard at near- 
by Patrol Base Wahid, where part 
of the Estonian contingent was 
preparing for a separate patrol. 

Insurgents often target foot 
patrols in the area with bombs. 
On Saturday, another Estonian 
soldier was seriously injured in a 
similar blast while on patrol. 

Estonia, a Baltic nation of 1.3 
million people, has about 150 
troops conducting combat opera- 
tions in a volatile, opium-produc- 
ing part of Helmand province. 


Estonian soldiers at Wahid held 
a brief memorial service late in 
the day. Maj. Sergei Guselnikov 
led his soldiers in a moment of si- 
lence for their fallen comrade. 

“Our duty must go on, and 
we must be strong,” Guselnikov 
said. 

While some other European 
countries have limited the type 
of missions in which their troops 
can participate, Estonian troops 
have been involved in heavy 
combat. Four Estonian soldiers 
have been killed in Afghanistan 
this year, all by roadside bombs, 
and 23 wounded. Estonia has lost 
seven soldiers since 2006. 

Estonians first deployed com- 
bat troops to Afghanistan in 2006 
and have seen heavy fighting in 
Helmand province since then. 
Before that, they sent a small con- 
tingent of military observers. 

Roadside bombs, targeting both 


vehicles and foot patrols, have 
been the biggest killer of coalition 
troops in Afghanistan. 

A British soldier, Sgt. Robert 
Loughran-Dickson, was_ killed 
Nov. 18 outside the same patrol 
base by small-arms fire.

In other violence across Af- 
ghanistan, two Afghan National 
Army soldiers were killed in 
Helmand province when a suicide 
bomber on a motorbike attacked 
a joint vehicle patrol of Afghan 
and international forces, said 
Gen. Mohammad Zahir Azimi, 
a spokesman for the Ministry of 
Defense. Two other Afghan sol- 
diers were wounded in the after- 
noon attack, he said.

Separately, a blast occurred 
Tuesday at the compound of De- 
velopment Alternatives Inc., a 
Bethesda, Md.-based consulting 
firm on contract to USAID, in 
Paktia province, the U.S. Embas- 
sy said. There were no U.S. casu- 
alties, but provincial police chief 
Gen. Azizdin Wardak said five 
Afghans and a Nepalese national 
were killed. 


Delivery of fuel 
poses challenge 
in Afghan surge

WASHINGTON — President 
Barack Obama’s decision to send 
more troops to Afghanistan will 
magnify one of the Pentagon’s 
biggest challenges: getting avia- 
tion and diesel fuel to U.S. air and 
ground forces there. 

As the number of U.S. and co- 
alition troops grows, the military 
is planning for thousands of ad- 
ditional tanker truck deliveries a 
month, big new storage facilities 
and dozens of contractors to navi- 
gate the landlocked country’s ter- 
rain, politics and perilous supply 
routes. Though Obama has vowed 
to start bringing U.S. forces home 
in 18 months, some of the fuel 
storage facilities will not be com- 
pleted until then, according to the 
contract specifications issued by 
the Pentagon’s logistics planners. 

“Getting into Afghanistan, 
which we need to do as quickly as 
we can possibly do it, is very dif- 
ficult because ... next to Antarc- 
tica, Afghanistan is probably the 
most incommodious place, from a 
logistics point of view, to be try- 
ing to fight a war,” Ashton Carter, 
the undersecretary of defense for 
acquisition, technology and logis- 
tics, said recently. 

The military’s fuel needs are 
prodigious. According to the 
Government Accountability Of- 
fice, about 300,000 gallons of jet 
fuel are delivered to Afghani- 
stan each day, in addition to die- 
sel, motor and aircraft gasoline. 
A typical Marine corps combat 


brigade requires almost 500,000 
gallons of fuel per day, accord- 
ing to a recent study by Deloitte 
Analysis, a research group. 

The U.S. military remains 
heavily dependent upon supplies 
traveling long, winding and dan- 
gerous roads in the south from 
Pakistan to Afghanistan. Along 
those mountainous routes, theft 
is common and cash payoffs to 
insurgents and tribal leaders are 
believed to be made frequently 
by truck drivers navigating the 
region. The Defense Department 
reported that in June 2008, 44 
trucks and 220,000 gallons of fuel 
were lost because of attacks or 
other events, the GAO reported. 

“This has become a business,” 
said Tommy Hakimi, chief ex- 
ecutive of Mondo International, 
which arranges deliveries by 
300 to 500 trucks a month. “The 
Taliban doesn’t have interest in 
taking the life of a driver. And in- 
stead of blowing trucks up, they 
take possession. It’s an asset. ... 
Most of the time, they will sell it 
on the black market.” 

In an effort to diversify its 
supply sources, the Defense De- 
partment is asking contractors 
to bring in more fuel supplies by 
northern routes. Although the 
routes are more secure, they are 
still long and costly. Contractors 
bring refined oil products from 
Russia and central Asia through 
pipelines or from Azerbaijan 
across the Caspian Sea before 
transferring the product to tanker 
trucks. It means making transit 
arrangements across Uzbekistan 
or Turkmenistan.

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Top Marine officer: 
Aighan stronghold 
needs to be ‘cracked’

ARLINGTON, Va. — The in- 
surgent stronghold of Marjeh in 
southern Afghanistan needs to 
be “cracked open,” said Marine 
Corps Commandant Gen. James 
Conway. 

Marjeh, one of Helmand prov- 
ince’s most strategically valu- 
able locales, at the moment lies 
outside the control of U.S. and 
Afghan forces. 

“You win the confidence of the 
people, whether it be Iraq or Af- 
ghanistan by being the strongest 
tribe,” Conway said Tuesday. 

“That means that there can be 
no place in our area of operations 
where we don’t go, and right now, 
Marjeh is one of those places.” 

Conway declined to elaborate 
on what might be done to win 
the town, saying it is a “pending 
operation.” 

The former NATO commander 
in southern Afghanistan said re- 
cently that securing Marjeh is 
important to improving security 
in Kandahar. 

“I think you will see some 
heavy kinetic fighting there,” 
Dutch Maj. Gen. Mart de Kruif 
said, “but at the end of the day, 
you will see a tendency that once 
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the insurgents realize that we 
are going to stay and that we are 
going to have success in Marjeh, 
they will probably blend in with 
the local population or move 
somewhere else,” he said. 

Of the 16,000 extra troops ex- 
pected to be in Afghanistan next 
spring, about 1,500 Marines are 
expected to deploy this month, 
and another 6,200 Marines with 
Regimental Combat Team 2 are 
expected to be in country in 
early spring. 

That will bring the total num- 
ber of Marines deployed to Af- 
ghanistan to about 19,500. 

On Tuesday, Conway said he 
does not anticipate the number 
of Marines in Afghanistan going 
above 20,000, and that would 
allow the Corps to give Marines 
two months at home for every 
one month they are deployed by 
mid- to late 2010. 

He also indicated that Marines 
would not begin drawing down in 
Helmand province in July 2011. 

“T think that what you will 
see is reduction of forces — U.S. 
forces — where the Afghans are 
ready to take over,” Conway said. 
“Helmand does not fall into that 
category.”

DERA GHAZI KHAN, Paki- 
stan — A suicide car bomb ex- 
ploded in a market close to the 
home of a politician in Pakistan’s 
most populous province Tuesday, 
killing 33 people and wounding 60 
others. 

The blast in the Punjabi town of 
Dera Ghazi Khan was the latest 
in a series of attacks by Taliban 
militants avenging an army of- 
fensive against insurgents in the 
northwest. 

More than 500 people have been 
killed. 

The attacker detonated his ex- 
plosives outside the house of the 
lawmaker, who was not at home at 
the time. 

Most of the dead and injured 
were people shopping or work- 
ing at the market. It was unclear 
whether the bomber targeted the 
politician’s home or the market. 

The attack badly damaged the 
house and several nearby shops 
and buildings, including a mosque 
and bank. 

As night fell, people searched 
through the debris for survivors 
trapped under the rubble. 

“The whole market has col- 
lapsed,” said Raza Khan, a local 
resident. “There is smoke and 
people running here and there.” 

Rescue official Natiq Hayat

said 33 people were killed and 
60 wounded. Government official 
Hasan Iqbal said the attack was 
carried out by a suicide bomber. 

The lawmaker whose home was 
hit, Zulfigar Khosa, is a senior 
member of the Pakistan Mus- 
lim League-N party, which is in 
charge of the Punjab government 
but is in the opposition in the fed- 
eral government. 

Police and politicians in Punjab 
are under pressure to crack down 
on militant networks that have 
long recruited in its poor villages 
and Islamic boarding schools. 

The militants have staged sev- 
eral attacks in Punjab to illustrate 
their reach across the country, 
far beyond the northwest tribal 
regions bordering Afghanistan. 
Dera Ghazi Khan district is in 
Punjab but borders the country’s 
other three provinces. 

Zulfigar Khosa’s son, Dost 
Mohammad Khosa, said two 
of his cousins were among the 
wounded. 

“It was a direct attack on us,” 
Dost Mohammad Khosa alleged, 
declining to speculate who was 
behind the blast. 

Iqbal said he doubted the house 
was the target, speculating the at- 
tacker simply wanted to spread 
terror in the town. 

Militants have mostly targeted 
security forces in recent months, 
but lawmakers and court build-

ings also have been attacked. 

There have also been at least 
three bombs in crowded markets, 
apparently aimed at causing ci- 
vilian casualties and undercut- 
ting public support for the army 
offensive.

COPENHAGEN — In a show- 
down between the world’s two 
largest polluters, China accused 
the United States and other rich 
nations Tuesday of backsliding 
on commitments to fight global 
warming and the top American 
envoy declared the U.S. would 
not change its offer on cutting 
greenhouse gas emissions. 

Trying to ease the tension, U.N. 
Secretary-General Ban Ki-moon 
said rich and poor countries 
must “stop pointing fingers” and 
should increase their pledges to 
cut emissions to salvage the fal- 
tering talks on aclimate pact. The 
European Union also urged both 
the U.S. and China to increase 
their commitments on emissions 
targets. 

Ban’s warning in an interview 
with The Associated Press came 
as world leaders began arriving 
in Copenhagen, kicking the two- 
week conference into high gear 
in its quest to deliver a deal to 


curb emissions that cause global 
warming. 

Key issues remain, and the con- 
ference so far has been marked 
by sharp disagreements between 
China and the United States and 
deep divisions between rich and 
poor nations. 

“You can’t even begin to have 
an environmentally sound agree- 
ment without the adequate, sig- 
nificant participation of China,” 
said U.S. special climate envoy 
Todd Stern. 

China and other developing 
countries are resisting U.S.-led 
attempts to make their cuts in 
emissions growth binding and 
open to international scrutiny 
rather than voluntary. 

President Barack Obama and 
Chinese Prime Minister Wen Jia- 
bao are expected in Copenhagen 
this week. The U.S. has offered a 
3 percent to 4 percent cut in emis- 
sions by 2020, from 1990 levels. 
China has pledged to cut emis- 
sions per unit of production — by 
40 percent to 45 percent by 2020. 


Thai jet’s arms cache confiscated

BANGKOK — A _ weapons- 
laden cargo plane impounded in 
Bangkok has links to at least two 
men accused of global arms traf- 
ficking, including one fighting 
extradition to the U.S. from Thai- 
land, an analyst said Tuesday.

Mayon volcano shows 
signs it might erupt

MANILA, Philippines — The 
Philippines’ most active volcano 
oozed lava and shot up plumes of 
ash Tuesday, forcing thousands of 
people to evacuate their homes. 

State volcanologists raised the 
alert level on the cone-shaped, 
8,070-foot Mayon volcano over- 
night to two steps below a major 
eruption after ash explosions. 

Dark orange lava fragments 
glowed in the dark as they trick- 
led down the mountain slope 
overnight. Renato Solidum, head 
of the Philippine Institute of Vol- 
canology and Seismology, said 
the activity could get worse in 
coming days. 

“It’s already erupting,” Soli- 
dum told The Associated Press. 

More than 20,000 people were 
evacuated to safety by nightfall 
Tuesday, said Gov. Joey Salceda 
of Albay province. 

The first of 20 vehicles, includ- 
ing army trucks, were sent to vil- 
lages to take residents to schools 


and other temporary housing, 
provincial emergency manage- 
ment official Jukes Nunez said. 

Nearly 50,000 people live in 
a five-mile radius around the 
mountain, and some villages 
were evacuated last month when 
the volcano spewed ash. 

Mayon last erupted in 2006. 
Salceda said Tuesday that he 
has placed the central province 
under a “state of imminent disas- 
ter,” which will make it easier for 
him to draw and use emergency 
funds. 

Although the alarm has been 
sounded, life continued normally 
in many laid-back farming vil- 
lages near the restive volcano. 
Throngs of farmers flocked to the 
town hall in Guinobatan, which 
lies near the danger zone, for a 
Christmas party then headed 
home bearing gifts. 

Village leader Romeo Opiana 
said the 249 residents in his farm- 
ing community of Maninila, near 
the volcano, readied packs of 
clothes but no one had left.

And one month into 
the job, she represents the latest 
addition to a EUCOM staff that 
is pushing deeper into the social 
media universe and also chang- 
ing ideas about what military Web 
sites can do. 

“T think telling people what 
we’re doing out here and why 
we’re still here is very important,” 
said Beckman, of EUCOM’s mis- 
sion to build an audience through 
social media.

How well has the military mastered using the Internet to get its message to the masses?

Like every other Air Force base worldwide, the Misawa 
page uses an Air Force template that allows for some 
wiggle room with the design. 

Having a template and similarities with other bases’ 
sites isn’t necessarily a bad thing given how much Air 
Force servicemembers move around, McBride said. But 
one drawback with the site is its news features, McBride 
said. 

“It doesn’t look that dynamic and exciting,” she said. “1 
don’t see anything about where to get information about 
things [on the base and about the areal.” 

Misawa spokesman 
2nd Lt. Jeff Nagan said 
the base's site gets 700 to 
1,000 unique visitors a day 
and that number is going up.

McBride blasted the site as being “horrifi- 
cally designed.” 

“Of the five that you showed me, this is the 
worst,” McBride told Stripes.

Navy Pacific Fleet officials said via e-mail 
that the site was launched in November 1996 
and it complies with the service's regulations. 
The site’s purpose is to provide sailors, depen- 
dents and civilian employees with important 
information, and it accomplishes that, the 
Navy said.

In a short time, Eucom.mil 
has gone from a relatively stag- 
nant site, to one that is updated 
throughout the day with stories 
and photos both command-pro- 
duced and from leading domestic 
and international newspapers. 

It also serves as a launching 
point to the command’s pages on 
Facebook and Twitter. 

Now, under the command of 
Adm. James Stavridis — one of 
the Defense Department’s most 
vocal social media proponents 
— EUCOM officials say its online 
effort is part of an ever-evolving 
push to become more transparent 


and reach a broader audience. 

This plunge into social media 
traces its roots to a strategy craft- 
ed by a Navy captain, who used 
an order from EUCOM’s former 
commander as an opportunity to 
put into action ideas about social 
media that he had on his mind for 
some time. 

“In January, we were given an 
ultimatum from Gen. [John] Crad- 
dock. He said we need to update 
our Web site and we need to do it 
in two weeks,” said Navy Capt. Ed 
Buclatin, the mastermind behind 
EUCOM’s online efforts. 

Since then, Eucom.mil has bro- 
ken the mold for how traditional 
military Web sites function, Bu- 


clatin said. 

Now, other military commands 
are also getting into social media 
as a way to broadcast their mes- 
sage, particularly in Afghanistan. 

Around the time Craddock is- 
sued his order, Buclatin’s online 
playbook was passed along to 
Navy Lt. Adam Clampitt, who is 
part of NATO’s International Se- 
curity Assistance Force commu- 
nications team in Afghanistan. 

“We had a lot of inspiration from 
what EUCOM was doing,” said 
Clampitt, who combined some of 
EUCOWM’s efforts with ideas of his 
own to revamp how ISAF talks 
about its mission. 

“What we put together was a 





robust social media structure to 
reach people that don’t get news in 
traditional ways,” Clampitt said. 
“Tt was an attempt to reach right 
to that audience and give them 
an accurate picture of what is 
happening.” 

For military commands, social 
media offers an avenue for get- 
ting information out in real time, 
an advantage in places like Iraq 
and Afghanistan where enemies 
are increasingly effective at using 
technology to blast their own 
messages. 

At EUCOM, there aren’t insur- 
gents to counter, but in a post-cold 
war world, much of what the com- 
mand does goes unnoticed, Bucla- 


tin said. 

“There are still a lot of folks un- 
aware of what we do. Social media 
allows us to communicate in ways 
we never have before,’ Buclatin 
said. “We’ve never been able es- 
tablish a conversation and build a 
relationship.” 

The value of social networking 
can be a tough sell at times. 

“We still do have naysayers, 
who think it’s a bright shiny ob- 
ject, a fad. But not many,” Buclatin 
said. “Unless you say people aren’t 
going to be social anymore, social 
media isn’t going away.”

Go back to service numbers 


“DOD to miss deadline for removing So- 
cial Security numbers from IDs” (article, 
Dec. 5) is an issue near and dear to my 
heart. 

[When] we converted from military ser- 
vice numbers to Social Security numbers, 
I am sure no one could envision an envi- 
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ronment where our numbers could be ex- 
ploited the way they have. Now, we have a 
large problem. That [the change to Social 
Security numbers] originated in the Of- 
fice of the Assistant Secretary of Defense 
(Comptroller) might reveal that it was for 
the ease of accounting with the introduc- 
tion of the new Joint Uniform Military Pay 
System. 

Now, DOD has recognized this prob- 
lem by taking off SSNs from identification 
cards and correspondence. However, there 
still exists a need for a number associated 
with identifying service personnel that 
can be used outside of the finance realm. I 
would, therefore, suggest that we go back to 
the military service number and leave the 
SSN for the disbursing offices and finance 
offices. If we went back to MSNs, we could 
have a number that, if exploited, would not 
tie the individual servicemember to any 
personal financial data. DOD could get a 
computer to assign MSNSs to all veterans 
that in-processed after those dates where 
we left off, so they will have service num- 
bers to use with Veterans Affairs and then 
start issuing MSNSs to current recruits and 
officer candidates. 

I write this from experience. My SSN and 
identity were compromised and I wished 
then that I had a service number; I wish 
I had one now, knowing how easily SSNs 
have been compromised. It is only a mat- 
ter of time before someone’s SSN is com- 
promised for nefarious purposes, and this 
could very well become a force protection 
issue, in that people could be blackmailed, 
influenced or bribed.

Berating bankers misses the mark 


Chicago Tribune editorial 


t’s no secret what caused the financial 

crisis of 2008, which helped turned a 

mild recession into the worst down- 

turn in decades. Banks and other fi- 
nancial institutions, expecting real estate 
values to rise forever, had gone on a mort- 
gage lending spree, shoveling out credit to 
people who couldn’t have qualified in the 
past. When the housing bubble burst, many 
people couldn’t make their payments — or 
chose not to repay mortgages that suddenly 
exceeded the value of the homes. Gruesome 
repercussions followed. 

The whole experience was a powerful les- 
son in the value of prudence in lending. In 
the go-go atmosphere of the era, banks got 
reckless, and they and everyone else ended 
up paying dearly for the mistake. The fed- 
eral government had to provide hundreds 
of billions of dollars in loans to keep the 
financial sector afloat; many institutions 
failed and economic growth went south. So 
President Barack Obama had some basis 
for his blunt message to bankers Monday 
that “you guys caused the problem.” 
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Where he went wrong was in telling them 
what to do next — namely, increase lending. 
He said that “America’s banks received ex- 
traordinary assistance from American tax- 
payers to rebuild their industry, and now 
that they’re back on their feet, we expect 
anextraordinary 
commitment 
from them to 
help rebuild our 
economy.” After 
saying earlier 
that “I did not 
run for office to 
be helping out a 
bunch of fat cat bankers on Wall Street,” 
the president emphasized to bank execu- 
tives that “we expect some results.” 

His words bring to mind the sardonic 
workplace poster: The floggings will con- 
tinue until morale improves. If you want 
to imbue bankers with confidence and op- 
timism, stern lectures and insults are not 
the way to do it. 

Nor is a fiscal program that piles up gov- 
ernment debt and raises the prospect that 
Washington will eventually decide to re- 
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There ts something cockeyed 
about demanding that banks 
move back toward the easy-credit 
policies that set off the crisis. 






duce that debt through inflation — at the 
expense of lenders. One reason banks are 
reluctant to lend is that the president’s eco- 
nomic program creates a lot of uncertainty, 
and uncertainty breeds timidity. 

There is something cockeyed about de- 
manding that 
banks move back 
toward the easy- 
credit __ policies 
that set off the 
crisis. They now 
know the perils 
of loose prac- 
tices, and they 
need to keep those in mind. But there is no 
reason to think, as Obama suggests, that 
they are routinely refusing sensible loans 
to safe borrowers — which, after all, con- 
stitutes the way they make money. 

Bankers do owe the public something for 
the government’s lifeline: their best judg- 
ment about how much credit to offer and 
what borrowers to accept. Suppressing 
their doubts and lending more just because 
the president wants them to is an invitation 
to repeat a disaster.

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Goal of containing Iran just boxes U.S. in

ran is proceeding with an 

aggressive nuclear weapons 

program, and a few dogged 

holdouts notwithstanding, 
much of the Obama administra- 
tion has come to terms with that 
reality. Official Washington has 
resigned itself to pursuing a con- 
tainment policy that some argue 
will limit Iran’s ability to prolif- 
erate, terrorize and otherwise ex- 
ploit being a nuclear power. But it 
is wrong to think a nuclear Iran 
can be contained. 

The containment argument 
runs along Cold War lines: The 
price of breakout is too high; the 
regime cares only about power, 
not about using weapons; con- 
tainment will be simple because 
the Arabs are so scared of Iran 
they’ll do anything to help us; 
President Mahmoud Ahmadine- 
jad doesn’t have his finger on the 
button. In fact, these arguments 
are either false or misleading. 

The Shiite regime in Tehran 
is far more skilled than its Sunni 
counterparts in the world of 
nuclear aspirations and sponsor- 
ing terrorists. A careful student 
of history, it surely realizes that 
the international community has 
meted out little punishment to nu- 
clear transgressors. Tehran prob- 
ably sees itself more in the mold 
of India, a great power whose 
nuclear weapons are acknowl- 
edged and now accepted, than of 
North Korea, a lunocracy without 


serious global aspirations or in- 
fluence. Those Iranian officials 
who advocate withdrawal from 
the nuclear Non-Proliferation 
Treaty do so not because they see 
Iran becoming the Shiite hermit 
kingdom but because they think 
Persia no longer needs to be con- 
strained by status-quo powers 
and their status-quo treaties. 
Advocates of containment and 
deterrence suggest that Iran will 
be encircled by a “like-minded 
group” of nations bent on raising 
the costs of adventurism. This ab- 
surd notion rests on weak reeds 
in Europe and Arabs deeply hesi- 
tant to act. And who can blame 
the neighboring Arabs? Egged on 
by distant powers to cut Iranian 
access to banking and shipping, 
they suspect they will be hung out 
to dry by the next world leader 
eyeing a Nobel Peace Prize. 
Worse, the common notion of 
deterrence is ill-designed for the 
regime in Tehran. Perhaps it is 
unfair to suggest that today’s Ira- 
nian leadership is fashioned from 
different cloth than the Soviets; 
after all, we are often reminded 
that the doctrine of mutually as- 
sured destruction worked with 
the Soviet Union for half a cen- 
tury. But even the most ardent 
hawks have serious doubts about 
U.S. resolve to “totally obliterate” 
Iran in the event of a nuclear at- 
tack on, say, Israel — despite Hill- 
ary Rodham Clinton’s threat, as a 
presidential candidate, to do just 


that. Rather, most see the usual 
hemming and hawing about “cer- 
tainty,” “provocations” and “es- 
calation” as the far more likely 
rhetoric should such an event 
occur. And if we in Washington 
see it that way, why would the 
Iranians think differently? 

Many also scoff at the notion 
that a responsible Iranian leader 
would risk using or transferring 
nuclear weapons or technology. 
We are told that Ahmadinejad 
(who most acknowledge is crazy 
enough to use such a weapon) 
won’t make the final decision. But 
the regime is remarkably opaque, 
and shifting power centers en- 
sure that even capable intelli- 
gence agencies have low levels of 
certainty about decision-making 
in Iran’s nuclear program. If our 
intelligence community’s prog- 
nostications about Iran’s reaction 
to the Obama engagement policy 
are any indication (apparently 
they predicted that Iran was des- 
perate to talk), then it seems safe 
to conclude that no one knows 
whose finger will be on Iran’s 
nuclear trigger. 

It is possible that Iran will 
amass enough fissile material to 
make a bomb and then choose not 
to fashion a weapon or test. But 
that is not the history of states 
that have clandestine nuclear 
programs. It’s also possible that 
once it possesses such a weapon, 
Iran will neither use it nor share 
the technology. But there are few 





things Iran has not been willing 
to share, and it is certain to be 
tempted to use its nuclear weap- 
ons as a Shield from behind which 
it can engage in adventurism in 
Lebanon, Iraq and Israel. 
Advocates of a containment 
policy suggest that in the absence 
of effective diplomacy or sanc- 
tions that deliver results, the stark 
U.S. options are acquiescence or 
military action. Privately, Obama 
administration officials confess 
that they believe Israeli action 
will pre-empt our policy debate, 
as Israel’s tolerance for an Ira- 
nian nuke is significantly lower 
than our own. But subcontract- 
ing American national security to 
Israel is an appalling notion, and 





we cannot assume that an Israeli 
action would not provoke a wider 
regional conflict into which the 
United States would be drawn. 
There are few good options 
available to roll back Iran’s nucle- 
ar weapons program. Nonethe- 
less, after a year of false starts 
and failed initiatives, the Obama 
administration should be pressed 
to find a new way forward. At the 
very least, we must hope the pres- 
ident’s new policy will not find 
footing in the false notion that a 
nuclear Iran can be contained.

Keep spirit of debate that created Bill of Rights

atching the often vitriolic de- 
bates in Congress these days 
can be disturbing. But dis- 
agreement and debate are part 
of our national DNA. Consider the Bill of 
Rights, which was as controversial when 
first debated as parts of it still are today. 

The founders of our country, united in 
the revolution, were divided over the issue 
of including a bill of rights in the Consti- 
tution of 1787. And although those first 
10 amendments were eventually ratified 
— 218 years ago this week — the outcome 
was at times in doubt. 

James Madison and other Federalists 
opposed adding a bill of rights. They ar- 
gued that the document hammered out at 
the Constitutional Convention granted only 
limited powers to the national government 
and that it was therefore unnecessary to 
enumerate rights the new government had 
no power to abridge. They also argued that 
by enumerating specific rights, other un- 
named rights might not be protected. 

Virginia delegate George Mason argued 
vehemently for a bill of rights. When the 
majority at the convention failed to act, he 
and two others refused to sign the com- 
pleted Constitution. The Anti-Federalists, 
among them Patrick Henry, argued that 
the strong national government proposed 
in the Constitution threatened state sover- 
eignty and individual rights. 

The lack of a bill of rights provoked con- 
flict as states debated ratifying the Con- 
stitution. Five states ratified easily, but a 
strong opposition emerged at the Massa- 
chusetts convention. Finally, two delegates, 
John Adams and John Hancock, negotiated 
a compromise. Massachusetts would ratify 


but would also recommend amendments to 
the Constitution to the new Congress. 

Subsequent states made similar calls for 
amendments, many about safeguarding 
basic rights. After the Constitution was fi- 
nally ratified, the first Congress met and 
took up the question of rights. Responding 
to seven states’ calls for amendments, Rep. 
James Madison addressed the House on 
the issue. Originally in opposition, Madi- 
son had changed his mind. He prepared 
the list of amendments that, after much 
more debate, conflict and compromise, be- 
came our Bill of Rights. 

Today we still debate the Bill of Rights. 
But these debates focus on the meaning of 
the amendments, not their inclusion. 

Consider the Second Amendment. Can 
everyone have as many guns or any kind 
of gun, or can guns be restricted, regis- 
tered and regulated? What does the First 


Amendment mean? Can the Ten Com- 
mandments be displayed in government 
buildings? What place does prayer have in 
public schools? 

Then there are the due process rights in 
the Fourth, Fifth and Sixth amendments. 
Are prisoners held by the U.S. at Guanta- 
namo Bay, Cuba, entitled to those rights? 

We may disagree, but these and many 
other issues that we care about — that de- 
fine our lives — are debated and contested 
based on those words written so long ago. 

Given the nature of modern political dis- 
course, too often driven by partisanship, 
power-seeking and punditry, one wonders 
if we would be able to craft a constitution 
or a bill of rights today. 

Indeed, can we even manage to address 
the controversial issues that do face us? 
How many Madisons are out there willing 
to compromise or reverse positions for the 


good of the country? 

For our democracy to continue to flour- 
ish, we must have an educated and involved 
citizenry. We must have leaders who can 
debate and compromise. ... 

Schools must encourage civic learning. 
Students should have plenty of practice in 
structured discussion of politics and con- 
troversial issues to help them learn to ana- 
lyze cause and effect and multiple points 
of view, present fact- and logic-based opin- 
ions, and listen to others. ... 

We celebrate the Bill of Rights, not only 
for its importance but because of the ac- 
tions that brought it into being — the pas- 
sionate and reasonable contributions of 
wise leaders and active citizens.

Heritage arms and militaria di- 
rector Dennis Lowe said the noto- 
rious Depression-era bank robber 
supposedly used the item to bluff 
his way out of a Crown Point, Ind., 
jail on March 3, 1934. 

A $14,340 winning bid was made 
for a dollar bill said to have been 
in Dillinger’s pocket when he was 
gunned down by FBI agents near a 
Chicago theater in June 1934.

Phillies have tentative deal for Halladay 


Several other big names 
expected to switch teams

NEW YORK — Baseball’s hot 
stove started sizzling Monday, 
with Roy Halladay, John Lackey, 
Hideki Matsui and Mike Camer- 
on all set to switch teams. 

The Phillies have a tentative 
agreement to acquire Halladay 
in a trade with Toronto, and the 
former Cy Young Award winner 
was in Philadelphia on Monday 
for a physical required to com- 
plete the deal. Philadelphia also 
was discussing a trade that would 
send Cliff Lee, another former Cy 
Young winner, to Seattle. 

The retooling Red Sox made 
two key moves in one day, reach- 
ing tentative agreements on a 
five-year contract with pitcher 
John Lackey worth $80 million to 
$87.5 million and a two-year deal 
with outfielder Mike Cameron for 
about $15 million. 

World Series MVP Hideki Mat- 
sui decided to head west, reach- 
ing a preliminary agreement 
with the Los Angeles Angels on 
a one-year contract worth about 
$6.5 million. 

Halladay has been coveted 
by top clubs for months, and the 
commissioner’s office granted 
a 72-hour window on Sunday 
for Toronto and Philadelphia to 
complete their trade, a baseball 
official familiar with the negotia- 
tions told The Associated Press 
on Monday. The official spoke on 
condition of anonymity because 
Major League Baseball didn’t 
make any announcement. 

Halladay took a physical Mon- 
day for the NL champion Phillies, 
another person with knowledge of 
the situation said, also on condi- 
tion of anonymity because no an- 
nouncement had been made. 

Philadelphia could give up 
pitchers J.A. Happ, Joe Blanton 
and outfielder Dominic Brown 
as part of a deal, the person 
said. Those three players also 
took physicals in Philadelphia on 
Monday. 


Halladay’s agent, Greg Landry, 
was registered at a Philadelphia 
hotel, a sign the sides were work- 
ing on acontract extension, which 
likely would be necessary before 
Halladay waives his right to block 
a trade. 

Lee, who like Halladay is eli- 
gible for free agency after next 
season, could wind up going to 
the Mariners, the baseball offi- 
cial said. 

Halladay is a six-time All-Star 
and the 2003 AL Cy Young Award 
winner. The 32-year-old right- 
hander went 17-10 with a 2.79 
ERA for the Blue Jays last season. 
He led the majors with four shut- 
outs and nine complete games 
while throwing 239 innings. 

Boston’s agreements with 
Lackey and Cameron were both 
subject to physicals and were dis- 
closed separately by a baseball 
official and a person with knowl- 
edge of the negotiations. They 
spoke on condition of anonymity 
because the agreements were not 
final. 

Lackey, the top pitcher on the 
free-agent market after spend- 
ing eight seasons with the Angels, 
was in Boston for a physical on 
Monday. 

Lackey has a 102-71 regular- 
season record with a 3.81 ERA in 
eight seasons, all with the Angels. 
At Fenway Park, the right-hander 
is 2-5 with a 5.75 ERA in nine 
starts. 

Cameron, who turns 37 next 
month, batted .250 with 24 hom- 
ers and 70 RBIs last season for 
Milwaukee.

Gani Lawal scored 29 points to lead the 
22nd-ranked Yellow Jackets to a 95-64 vic- 
tory over Chattanooga on Monday night.

fail to clinch title

SAN FRANCISCO — After 
watching his defense knock the 
ball out, take the ball away and 
thoroughly dominate the NFC 
West-leading Arizona Cardinals, 
San Francisco coach Mike Sin- 
gletary summed up his feelings 
rather succinctly. 

“IT would just say, ‘Wow!,’” 
Singletary said. “That’s all that I 
could say. They just kept coming 
up with plays. It’s great when you 
see that because our defense is a 
defense that’s capable of being a 
great defense.” 

The 49ers showed that Monday 
night by forcing Kurt Warner and 
the Cardinals into seven turn- 
overs on the way to a 24-9 victory 
that kept their slim playoff hopes 
alive. 

Alex Smith threw touchdown 
passes after two of Arizona’s mis- 
cues and Frank Gore ran for 167 
yards and a TD as the 49ers (6-7) 
denied Arizona (8-5) a chance to 
clinch the division. 

The Cardinals can still clinch 
the NFC West with two victories 
in their final three games, which 
includes matchups with last-place 
teams in Detroit and St. Louis. 
But the 49ers are happy that any 
clinching celebration won’t hap- 
pen on their home field. 

“Tt’s all we can ask for at this 
point to just continue to be in the 
hunt,” Smith said. “I don’t know 
what the math is. It doesn’t mat- 
ter at this point. We have to win.” 

The 49ers put together per- 
haps their most complete game 
of the season in completing a sea- 
son sweep against the defending 
NFC champions. Gore had his 
most productive game since gain- 
ing 207 yards in Week 2 against 
Seattle, Smith made sure the 
Niners capitalized on Arizona’s 
mistakes, and the defense was 
flat-out dominating. 

San Francisco held the high- 
powered Cardinals to season-lows 
in points and yards (245), while 


recovering five fumbles and in- 
tercepting two passes. Warner 
had thrown 130 straight passes 
without an interception before 
running into Dashon Goldson and 
the Niners. 

“All week we harped on getting 
turnovers and being physical with 
this team,” said Goldson, who in- 
tercepted a pass and forced two 
fumbles. “When people are physi- 
cal with this team they do a lot of 
damage and we did a lot tonight.” 

The Cardinals came into this 
game on a high, having won four 
of five games, including a 30-17 
victory over Minnesota last week 
that started talk that this year’s 
team might be better than the one 
that went to the Super Bowl last 
season. Then came their worst 
performance of the season. 

“Unfortunately we’ve had a few 
of these around here,” Warner 
said. “That’s the most disappoint- 
ing part. You keep hoping we’re 
over these games where we’re on 
a big high, we played great and 
kind of set the tone for ourselves 
and then come back and play a 
game like we did tonight.” 

Warner followed the best four- 
game stretch of his career with 
a dud — going 16-for-29 for 178 
yards and failing to throw a TD 
pass for the first time all season. 

The Cardinals almost lost more 
than the game when star receiver 
Larry Fitzgerald was taken to the 
locker room in the third quar- 
ter with a sprained right knee. 
Fitzgerald returned later in the 
quarter but did not catch a pass, 
finishing with a season-low two 
receptions. He was to have the 
knee checked out Tuesday. 

“Obviously it was ugly for us to- 
night and we’re all disappointed 
and embarrassed with the out- 
come of the game,” Cardinals 
coach Ken Whisenhunt said. “We 
obviously played bad tonight but I 
don’t think we’re a bad team. We 
just had a bad night. Of course, 
you can’t turn the ball over seven 
times and expect to win any 
game.”
